as th ese stocks la st and th ey can u n ­ 
dersell. 
T hus will the price of food­ 
stuffs be autom atically lowered, ac­ 
cording to the contention of the food 
adm inistration, 
No Bars on Retailers. 
The food control bill, however, does 
not place any restrictions 
on 
the 
price that can be charged hy retail­ 
ers. 
The sm all retailers -a ll who do 
less than *100,000 of business in a 
year 
are put on their good behavior,
